Mr. Borah advocated an income tax 
as a means of wiping out the tre a s­ 
ury deficit as w ell as awakening pub­ 
lic interest In national expenditures, 
saying it was no more inquisitorial 
than the present system of national 
taxation.

Bugg’s testim ony tends to show lack 
of prem editation on the part of the 
defendant and to corroborate th a t of 
Thornton Hains, who testified th a t he 
and the captain went to the yacht 
club the day Annis was killed to find 
Bugg or his partner, Jesperson, and 
inspect the Bayside property. 
Most of the day’s session was oc­ 
cupied by the examination of officers 
of the United States army and gov­ 
ernm ent employes and negro servants 
employed in Captain H ains’ household 
when he was in the Philippines. The 
Hains cook and two negro m aids em ­ 
ployed by Mrs. Claudia Hains caused 
am usem ent by the characteristic m an­ 
ner of telling their stories of the al­ 
leged “antics” of Billy A nnis and 
Claudia H ains at the H ains’ Fort 
Hamilton home in the captain’s ab­ 
sence.

Washington, May 4.—It has been 
many a day since a decision of the 
supreme court of the United States 
has been received with so much inter­ 
est as was manifested in the decision 
in what are known as the “commo­ 
dities clause” cases affecting the an­ 
thracite coal carrying railroads. These 
cases had been decided by the Unit­ 
ed States circuit court for the E ast­ 
ern district of Pennsylvania favorably 
to the railroads in that the clause of 
the Hepburn rate law, which prohibits J 
interstate 
railroad-; 
from 
carrying! 
commodities manufactured, mined or j 
produced directly or indirectly by the j 
roads, was declared unconstitutional 
and the general impression had been 
that that decision would be affirmed 
by tho supreme court. 
When, there­ 
fore, there was a reversal instead of 
the affirmation, the interest was much 
magnified. 
W hen again it was found 
that the reversal was based on tech­ 
nical grounds, and that the effect was 
really fa\orable to the railroads, sen­ 
timent took another turn, anti those 
who had been anxiously awaiting the 
announcement 
of the result 
tound 
themselves much puzzled. 
The 
court's 
judgment 
wras 
an­ 
nounced by Justice White, who. while 
he read from an elaborate printed 
opinion, declined to give out anything 
more than a summary, showing the 
net result of the court’s finding. There 
was also surprise over the fact that 
there were no elaborate dissenting 
opinions and indeed only one dissent­ 
ing opinion of any kind. 
Because of 
the court’s delay in announcing its 
conclusion, it was generally supposed 
that the court would be found to he 
much divided. 
The dissent was an­ 
nounced by Justice Harlan, who stated 
that he did not follow the conclusion 
of the court on the point that the law 
does not prohibit the railroad owner­ 
ship of stock in commodities produc­ 
ing companies. 


A nalysis of Decision. 
Analyzed, Justice W hite’s decision 
Is th at congress did not transcend its 
constitutional authority in the enact­ 
ment of th e commodities provision, 
hat on the other hand, it was held 
that the governm ent’s construction of 
the provision had been entirely too 
comprehensive. 
As construed by the 
court, the sole object of the clause is 
to prevent carriers from being asso­ 
ciated in in terest with the commodi­ 
ties transported at the time of tran s­ 
portation, hence th at the law only 
prohibits th e transportation of arti­ 
cles when they have been produced 
by a railw ay company which has not, 
in good 
faith, parted w ith 
them ; 
when the com pany owns or controls, 
in whole or in part, the commodity 
to be transported, and when the com­ 
pany has an interest direct or indi­ 
rect in the commodity in a legal sense. 
It was especially held, however, th at 
the prohibition does not apply to the 
ownership of stock In a producing 
company, hut th a t a carrier m ay own 
stock in such a company and a t the 
same tim e transport the product of 
that company. 
Summed up, the act only compels 
companies to dissociate them selves 
from products they carry, and th e con­ 
tention of th e government th a t the 
law applies to the ownership simply 
because they have been produced by 
a railroad com pany regardless of the 
fact th at th e company has parted 
with them , is untenable and incapable 
of enforcem ent. 
It thus appears first 
that the com m odities clause is a vital 
and operative statute with respect to 
all products, such as coal, w hich the 
railroad com panies actually own at 
the tim e of transportation, and that 
the railroads m ust sell such products 
to somebody else before they can law­ 
fully ship them , and, second, th a t un­ 
less the act Is promptly am ended so 
as to include stock ownership, th e rail­ 
roads can escape the law entirely by 
converting th eir direct ow nership of 
coal properties into stock ownership 
by the organization of subsidiary coal 
companies.

Decision of Supreme Court in Commo­ 
dities Clause Cases. 
New York, May 4.—W ith railroad at­ 
torneys expressing satisfaction rath er 


than disapproval of tho decision of 
the United States supreme court in 
the so-called commodities clause cases, 
the stock m arket and railroad inter­ 
ests generally atter a forenoon of un­ 
easiness followed by a slump in the 
market in the early afternoon, quick­ 
ly adjusted themselves to the situa­ 
tion with the conviction that the coal 
carriers will be practically unaffected ! 
by the interpretation of the law' bar­ 
ring “legal ownership only.” 
When the real meaning of the de 
cision was understood here the stock 
market quickly rallied, and Philadel­ 
phia and Reading, which had declined 
three points on first reports from 
Washington, almost immediately re­ 
covered this loss, as did Delaware and 
Hudson and Pennsylvania, which also 
had dropped I % to I point respec­ 
tively. 
Thereafter, with the receipt 
of more reassuring news ‘■toady ad­ 
vances were recorded, Reading reach­ 
ing 151 Ms. its highest point since 1906, 
and making a range from 143%, its 
low point for the day.
